Consing,  a  1989  Williams  graduate 
presently  working  as  a  library  assis- 
tant at  the  Clark  Art  Institute,  com- 
peted simultaneously  against  twen- 
ty-five members  of  the  Drury  Chess 
Club;  John  Richards,  the  club  direc 
tor;  and  a  writer  from  The  Transcript. 
And,  except  for  a  draw  with  Ri 
chards,  he  beat  them  all. 

"This  is  actually  the  best  I've  ever 
done,''  admitted  Consing,  who  has 
played  in  two  other  simultaneous  ex- 
hibitions. "1  usually  drop  one.  As  the

Wake  up  in  the  morning  and 
try  to  figure  out  what  the 
weather  will  be  like  inside 
Drury  High  School.
